No Decisions 


"Abbott was told that the Hun- 


garians had made no decisions on 
the American note which was de- 
livered on Christmas day," Don- 
nelly said. 


"The'-Hungarians told Abbott 


that the\ote was being considered 
by judiciffl and financial authori- 
ties and they added they could give 
Abbott no information when the 
fliers might be released." 
& Donnelly said he assumed the 
note delivered Christmas day was 
the one in -which the. U.S. govern- 
ment saifl it would pay the fine. 


He was prepared to send a party 


of legation officials to the Austro- 
Hungarian border as soon as he 


' learned that the airmen were on 


their way to Vienna. 


Awaited at Border 


. However, the tone of the Hun- 


garian reply left the impression 
Were that the Communists may be 


punning to escort the four airmen 
to the border and there drop them 
'to make their own-way to Vienna. 


In the Austrian side of the fron- 


tier the little village of Nickelsdorf 
was crowded with newsmen and 
photographers. 


Officials in Vienna did not dis- 


count the possibility that the Hun- 
garians might take the four air- 
men to the Yugoslav border. The 


Jjp-47 transport plane which they 


were flying was heading for Bel- 
•grads Nov. 19 when it was forced 
down by Soviet jet planes over 
Hungary. 


The four fliers were jailed 38 


days ago when Russian fighter 
planes based in Hungary forced 
down their unarmed C-47 cargo 
plane. The United States govern- 
ment agreed to pay fines totaling 
$120,000 to save the men from 


*three months in a Hungarian 


prison.

NEW YORK —(AP)— Gus Hall, 


4)bne of the 11 convicted Communist 


leaders, was sentenced today to 
three years in prison for criminal 
contempt of court 


The sentence is to be served in 


addition to a five-year term order- 
ed when he was convicted with the 
other party leaders of conspiring 
to teach and advocate violent over- 
throw of the United States govern- 
ment 


The contempt conviction was 


dbased on charges that he failed to 


surrender last July 2 to begin serv- 
ing his five-year term and that he 
violated a court order in leaving 
jurisdiction of the court. Hall fled 
to Mexico. 


Federal Judge Sylvester J. Ryan 


imposed the contempt sentence, 
three years on each of the two 
contempt counts, to be served 
concurrently when he completes 


. his five-year term.

any plans to extend the agreement 
responsible for the "twilight" war 
of the pa«t 30 days. The full five- 
man armistice committee which 
signed the provisional buffer zone 
arrangement Nov. 27 did not even 
meet. Aai official UN spokesman 
said neit'ier aide asked for an ex.

Some authorities 
have estimated the entire package 
would run to 30 or 50 cents an 
hour.

offer. Its spokesmen have argued 
they cannot raise pay unless they 
get an increase in steel prices.

The pressure of the 


gas and water forced the heavy, 
slow-flowing oil from the porous 
rock toward the point of relief— 
the well casing where the pressure 
could escape from the earth. 


But the gas and water came to 


the surface with the oil. In time 
there wasn't enough pressure from 
gas and water to force any more 
oil to the well closing. 
Oilmen 


were reconciled to abandoning an 
o.l field after getting anywhere 
from 15 to at most 50 per cent 
of the oil which their wells had 
tapped. 


Then they learned that by pump- i 


ing back this gas and water down j 
dry wells into the oil-bearing sands ! 
they could create the pressure to i 
bring up more oil. By this method j 


called secondary recovery—they j 


are now able to get from 70 to 80 j 
per cent of the oil content of the i

In laboratories core • 


samples—that is, cylindrical bor-

Our Cultural 'Desert* Blooms 


as Mtisic Floods the Land 


It has been a pretty popular custom in some circles to 


run down the United States as a barren place culturally. 
Somebody always hauls out figures showing we spend more 
money on tobacco or cosmetics than on education. 


And there's a lot of grim head-shaking when talk turns 


to American interest in books, music and art. 


In the past this sweeping indictment may have been sub- 


stantially true in most particulars. But life has changed a 
great deal in the last 10 years or so, and the head-shakers 
may not be keeping abreast of the changes. 


The Wall Street Journal, which dips into some surprising 


fields from time to time, has just taken a look at America's 
current interest in music. 


The newspaper discovered that we Americans are fast 


becoming the world's most numerous and possibly most ar- 
dent devotees of serious musical art. 


Measured in the hard terms of the dollar, this interest 


comes to around $45 million at concert and theater box 
offices. 


Some cynic might point out that we spend almost exactly 


the same amount for popcorn in movie theaters. But though 
this leaves popcorn and Prokofiev in a seeming tie, the paral- 
lel is a little unfair. 


It's more instructive to point out that music's "take" ex- 


ceeds the $40 million the public spent to see professional base- 
ball this year. 


A hatful of figures- document the story. The 30 million 


people who paid to attend musical events this year are 30 
per cent more than five years ago and double the number 
in 1941. 


Today there are nearly 200 symphony orchestras in the 


country, 80 per cent more than in 1940 and 900 per cent 
more than in 1920. 


In 1951 some 2100 towns featured serious music pro- 


grams by recognized concert organizations, compared to 
around 1000 towns in 1940. So the spread is geographic 
as well as along the economic scale. 


It used to be that just the big cities had their own or- 
chestras. Not any more. 


You'll find one in Phoenix, Ariz.; Great Falls, Mont.; the 


atomic energy center at Oak Ridge, Tenn.; Bridgeport, Conn., 
and many another medium-sized place. 


The people in music ascribe the big growth to many 


things: radio, recordings, the movies, more music education 
in school, and special encouragements such as concerts for 
school children. 


It doesn't hurt, either, that programs nowadays seem 


designed more for ordinary folk and less for the experts. 


Though here and there a critic bobs up to declare that 


this is just more evidence of America's "primitive" enthusi- 
asms, all the signs suggest the interest is genuine enough.

Here's Answer to Finesse Problem 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


The day after Christmas is tra- 


ditionally devoted to puzzles and 
riddles. Many's the time I've spent 
hours trying to work out the 
puzzle of what to do with five 
bright green and yellow neckties 
with silk fringes. 


In line with the tradition, here's 


a bridge riddle for you. When is 
a finesse not a finese? As today's 
hand shows, the answer is: When 
it's a safety play. 


When today's hand was played, 


West opened the queen of clubs, 
and South won with the ace. De- 
clarer 
drew 
three 
rounds 
of 


trumps and then began on the 
hearts. 


After winning the first round of 


hearts with the king.'' South led a 
small heart . . . and took a finesse 
that was really a safety play. In 
short, he finessed dummy's ten of 
hearts. 


South wasn't a bit worried about 


losing this finesse. If East had 
been able to produce the jack of 
hearts, there would have been only 
the nine and the eight of hearts 
still out. 


Dummy could pick those up with 


the ace and queen, after which the 
six of hearts would also be good. 
Those three heart tricks in dumm-y 
would furnish discards for South's 
losing- spades. 


As it happened, the ten of hearts 


won. Now declarer could discard 
two spades on the ace and queen 
of hearts, assuring the slam con- 
tract. He could take the spade fi- 
nesse thereafter 
to try for an 


overtrick, not caring greatly whe- 
ther the finesse succeeded or failed.' 


If you think the safety play is 


just "fancy," see what happens if 
South puts up dummy's queen of 
hearts. The suit fails to break, and 
now .only one spade can be dis- 
carded. South roust try the spade 
finesse, which loses, and he is left

Thus, in my efforts to expose a 


jl I semi-official conspiracy to bring down on our country the calamities 


that Socialism has wrought in Britain, I am shouting about a danger 


that not many Americans will readily understand. 
The Socialists are always a few jumps ahead of us. 
They speak of unions as "labor" and, by the. time 
we realize that unions are dictatorships which ex- 
ploit and persecute labor, the captivity of labor is 
confirmed. 


Thus, today, we find David Dubinsky, one of 


our un-elected, widely unknown and highly secre- 
tive underground conspirators, operating his own 
foreign policy and a system of ambassadors in'many 
foreign countries in secret collusion with our own 
state department. Truman goes ahead on the clever 
assumption that our people will be, in the classic 


phrase of Hairy Hopkins, too dam dumb to understand.

cialists of the Truman machine always speak of their Socialism with 
its hard-fisted persecutions of the people by mocking parasites, as 
"social progress." And that is what the Socialists- of Britain called

Some time ago I wrote a column on discourtesy between parents 


and its effects upon their cmldren. Several mothers, \\orried over their 
husbands' diseouiteous treatment of them, have written me asking 
what they can do about it. 


"I know our daughter is losing respect for her father because of 


*bp way h<> *o'v« *,-> .,>,»•• write.* one. "Win I ?.!sn !i>s«> her respect 
he doesn't change?" 


It would be a pretty awful thing if our children lost respect for 


us because someone treats us impolitely. Childien are not that cruel 
or stupid. Thev give high respect to people who take unkind words 
well. If these mothers deal with their husbands' behavior intelligently, 
they will increase, not lose their children's respect 


If we want to woik out the problem of a husband's rude manner, 


we should first make up our minds not to plead for courtesy, to argue 
for it. or indeed to discuss ir at all with him. 


When this decision is made, we are ready for the next step—a 


thorough examination of what it is we want. 


If we conclude that we desire coui tesy itself, rather than a merely 


courteous husband, we are on cur way. The moment, the very instant 
that we see that what wo want removed is discourtesy, not the hus- 
band, wo aie leady to battle discourtesy, not the husband. 


This realizaron is essential to the solution of our problem. 
Once it's come to us. the way begins to really open up. Our frus- 


tration is replaced by control. We take immediate steps to attack dis- 
courtesy m the people for whom we are responsible—ourselves and 
our children 
HERE'S THE PLAN OF ATTACK 


This IP how we attack: 
We ask a husband for a part of the p^enmc paper and he says. 


"For gosh .sake, give me some peace. Buy y-v.r i --n paper rf you want 
one and lea\e me alone" 


Do we attack by spying:. "Hush, for hr > .1.-; sake, can't you talk 


decently befoie the children'" No. we do.' . 
"Ye are fighting dis- 


courtesy in the human being" for whom we are responsible. So we 
are not rude to the husband. We sav to him pleasantly. "That's not a 
bad idea 
I'll order my own paper right now." 


And we do 
If o'ir child is impudent to her father, we don't indulge in secret 


satisfaction th,u he's getting back some of his own medicine. Con- 
scious of our real responsibility, we say to the child, "Ask your father's 
pardon " If she suggests that he should ask hers, we say, "I am not 
daddy's mother: I am yours. So kindly do as I ask and repeat what you 
have said to him more kindly." 


This is fighting discourtesy, not people. This is fighting for a point 


of view, a principle, not for the personal self, personal gratification. 
It is the only kind that makes sense and demonstrates our sincerity 
and the justice of our cause. 


Unless we attack discourtesy in ourselves, we cannot possibly 


persuade our husband that we don't want it. Unless we are eager to 
detect it and reject it in ourselves, we expose ourselves to the charge 
of inconsistency. 


If we do crack down upon it in ourselves and the children, hus- 


bands will begin to see that we do not consider them personally dis- 
agreeable and unlovable, but that we do find all discourtesy so dis- 
agreeable and unlovable that we have done away with it completely 
for ourselves. 


Changes in those around us take place only in response to 


changes in us.

Apparently warmed up by his 


first brush with the mayor, Vaile 
branched off into the discussion 
of city finances before a vote could 
be complete on the oil burner.

"When Com- 
missioner Plowman and I made 
out the budget this year we scrap- 
ed the bottom of the barrel. Still 
we were shy about $40,000 on this 
appropriation." He explained that 
a normal appropriation was made 
for snow removal and it already 
las been spent. 


He continued, "It's the public 


who pays the bills. The corporate 
tax is levied at its limit now. With- 
out the special fire and police tax 
fund I don't know how we'd op- 
erate the city. We're going into 
the red on the snow removal bills 
but the state legislature limits the 
amount we can tax.

"The snow must be removed," 


Slothower went on, "but the peo- 
ple can't expect us to do it in the

sections. 
I've never 


seen a winter like this in 50 years 
in Dixon. Furnishing these serv- 
ices is a big care on officials. The 
people demand the service but we 
aren't allowed to tax enough to 
provide the service." 


Vaile countered with his oft-re- 


peated proposition to issue tax an- 
ticipation warrants which would 
have to be paid off from the taxes 
collected next year. 


Vaile said, "I know we have to 


pay it back but we have to run 
our business. 
If the city needs 


money, borrow it.

WEST FRAXKFORT— (AP) — 


A few of the nation's coal miners 
remained idle today in memory of 
West Frankfort mine blast vic- 
tims but there was no indication 
of a mass work stoppage. 


Investigators still are seeking 


the cause of the explosion that 
brought death to 119 men. 


John L. Lewis, president of the 


United Mine Workers, said he 
made some "definite conclusions" 
about the cause, but he wouldn't 
elaborate. 


Federal, state and company in- 


vestigators, who spent eight hours 
in the mine yesterday, won't com- 
ment until the inquiry ends. They 
planned another eight-hour study 
today.

The experiments were explained 


by Dr. Sidney Fishman, of New 
York university college of engi- 
neering.

Blood Will Tell 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland — 


(AP)—The Swiss Supreme Court 
has ruled that a taxi driver must 
not drink any alcohol while at 
work—even outside the country. 


A Zurich taxi driver recently 


took some customers on an all-day 
trip to Bregenz in Austria, where 
he had a good lunch and 'a good 
bottle of wine. He knew that in 
Switzerland taxi drivers were not 
allowed to drink while working. 
But this was Austria, h£ argued, 
so Swiss laws don't apply. 


On his way back to Zurich, he 


scratched the fender of another 
car and a blood-test, routine pro- 
cedure in Switzerland, showed that 
his blood contained 0.1 per cent of 
alcohol. 


The Supreme Court turned down 


his appeal against a five-day jail 
sentence on the grounds that he 
broke the law, not by drinking 
wine in Austria, but by bringing it 
back to Switzerland in his blood.

cost of 580,000. They claimed tha 
the subsidy benefited less than 
one-half per cent of Switzerland's 
foreign visitors and might well be 
used to the more general advan 
tage of the tourist industry. 


Justifying continuation of the 


subsidy in a parliamentary report 
the government said the profession 
of mountain guides was threaten- 
ed with extinction and must be 
maintained in the national interest 
The report admitted that only a 
very small proportion of foreign 
visitors went in for the kind of 
nountain climbing for wffich the 
highly trained government-licensed 
fuides are required.

was financed," the senator told

:heir contributions, he added, "is 
suspect that some people expect 
something besides just good gov- 
ernment." 


Humphrey, noting recent ir- 


regularities turned up by a house 
nvestigation of income tax col- 
ection, said he considers bad tax 
aws passed by congress are "the 
base from which this corruption 
springs." 


He said that "inadequate tax 


aws and tax law loopholes" allow 
lour billion dollars of potential tax 
revenues to escape legally every 
year to the benefits of "less than 
five per cent" of the taxpayers.

Stassen, president of the Uni- 


versity of Pennsylvania and for-«i 
mer governor of Minnesota, re- 
cently conferred with Eisenhower 
in Paris. When he returned to the 
United States /Saturday, Stassen 
said he would disclose his 1952 
plans in tonight's speech. 


Watch for Sign 


Eisenhower's silence so far is 


the basis for his supporters' deep 
interest in what Stassen has to say 
in Philadslphia. They are said to 
feel that if Stassen announces heA 
is a candidate, it would be inter- 
preted by the public as an indica- 
tion Eisenhower had told him or 
hinted he would not run. 


Stassen said last month he was 


convinced that the "overwhelming 
majority" of the American people 
want neither Truman nor Senator 
Taft of Ohio as president. Taft is 
an announced candidate for the 
Republican nomination.

MILAN, ITALY-(AP)—Claire 


Young, a blonde Chicago girl, 21, 
\vas married today in Milan's city 
hall to Luciano Negrini, 43, a 
former Roman Catholic priest and 
missionary. 


The way to marriage had been 


tangled with red tape that took 
months to untangle. 


Claire gave up her American 


citizenship. Negrini was defrocked 
by the church during their ro- 
mance. 


Claire also was a member of 


the Catholic church. 


The ceremony was performed by 


Carlo Pedraglio. the city assessor, 
representing Milan's mayor. 


Daughter of Prof 


The bride, an ash blonde, is the 


daughter of James J. Young of 
Chicago, a professor 
at 
Loyola 


university, 
Chicago, a 
Catholic 


institution. 


Negrini served 15 years as a 


missionary in China. 


The wedding climaxed a series 


of hectic events that began last 
year in Chicago where the couple 
met 
while Negrini was 
doing 


China mission promotion work. 


Claire was jailed in Milan for 


making a disturbance and alleg- 
edly striking a policeman while 
trying to get her Italian visa ex- 
tended. 


Negrini was expelled from the 


priesthood while Claire was in 
jail. Claire underwent a sanity 
hearing and was declared to be of 
sound mind—before she was freed 
on Aug. 2. 


No Steady Work 


Since then both she and Ne- 


grini have tried various jobs, in- 
cluding selling neckties and nylon 
stockings, to make a living, but 
they've had a hard time trying to 
get steady work. 


Under terms of the Lateran 


Pact which governs relations be- 
tween the Italian government at 
the Vatican, unfrocked priests like 
Negrini are forbidden to take jobs 
that bring them into contact with 
the public. 


Miss Young said Negrini tried 


without success to 
become 
an 


American citizen after they met 
in Chicago but his application for 
first citizenship papers was re- 
jected and he had to leave the 
United States in September, 1950. 
She followed him to Italy.

War Bride Loses 
Fight to Marry

CLEVELAND — (AP)— An at- 


tractive French war bride has lost 
a court fight to become the wife 
again of a former air force major. 


She is Mrs. Francine Van Eisz- 


ner—member of a socially promi- 
nent family at Tunis, Tunisia— 
who married Frank Van Eiszner in 
March, 1947, at Fort Wayne, Ind. 


Three months later the husband 


won a divorce, declaring she treat- 
ed him ruthlessly and frequently 
flared into fits of temper. 


Mrs. Van Eiszner contended in 


court during the latest action that 
he was the father of her daughter, 
born in July, 1948, that they had 
lived together as man and wife 
during and after the divorce action 
and that she again is expecting a 
child by him-. 


Van Eiszner denied her declara- 


tions. 


Judge Samuel H. Silbert ruled 


her claims were "not germaine to 
the issue confronting the court" 
and that there was not enough evi- 
dence presented to cause him to set 
aside the divorce.

at Martinsburg, W. Va., since his 
discharge. He said he recently quit 
his job at a grocery warehouse 
here because he was "nervous and 
upset."

She slapped me in the face. I told

her bed. Twjenly-four stab wounds 
had gouged into her chest, throat 
and head.
